The Rebellion in Cubi. 


The recall of Campos, • Captain Gen­ 
eral of Cuba, giv es the insurgents much 
hope, for he was, not without reason, 
reckoned the ablest commander in tb« 
Spanish 
army; 
yet 
his campaign 
against tho Insurgents In the Pearl of 
the Antilles has boon an entire failure, 
altho dgb ho has boon liberally suie 
ported by the home gov ernment. 
The 
rebel 
forces 
hav e steadily gained 
ground, and Campos has repeatedly 
fallen back before them, whllo all the 
time professing bis purpose of sweep- 
them into the sea. 
Probably bis re- 
jall will be a decided relief from a sit­ 
uation which bad become intolerable. 
General Campos was sent to Cuba to 
juell what he was told was a mere o ut­ 
break of rioters and marauders. 
Iff? 
found instead a general insurrection, 
organized rebellion th a t bade fair 
to become a rev olution 
Ho found, 
moreov er, that there was ample cause 
for the Insurrection; il was tho lastdus* 
perato protest against unendurable op­ 
pression, tho ultimate appeal of tho 
people for liborty. 
The task of ru th ­ 
lessly crushing such a mov ement, and 
of roimposlng tyrany upon the people, 
was not to his liking. 
Ho protested 
against It, warned the Madrid go v ern­ 
ment against it, and strov e to subetitute 
therefo r a system of conciliation, of re 
dre-is of griev ances, and of granting the 
reasonable demands of the Cuban peo­ 
ple. 
This is illustrated In the fact 
th a t a hundred 
thousand 
Spanish 
troops hav e been unable to prev ent ten 
thousand Cuban rebels from m arching 
from end to end of the island, 
it is io ­ 
dised a hard task to crush a resolute 
people who are fighting for freedom. 
Where Campos has failed, who can 
succeed? 
Ga-upos’ successor will he General 
Weylor, who In company with General 
Polav leja will sail for Cuba immedi­ 
ately.
